us anything.

EDITORIAL 


The development of Soccer football in 
Australia demands a far higher level of 
professional management than has been 
reached. 

One of the main reasons for the failure 
to scale the heights is that there is still too 
few people with outstanding qualities 
graduation, through the ranks. And far 
foo much concentration on side issues. 

Soccerdom often thinks that it can pad- 
dle on without the degree of planning 
that the English Football League or the 
equivalent German or Italian bodies or 
the VFL would accept as necessary. 

For the foreseeable future, Australian 
Soccer cannot generate the cash flow that 
those organisations can. It must learn to 
function equally as efficiently on a smaller 
scale and grow from there. ‘ 

Objective thinking must come to the 
fore, and the structure of the game must 
be closely re-examined. 

At top Australian Soccer Federation 
level, consideration must be given to 
relieving president Sir Arthur George of 
his general management load. 

ilst he can outwork men very much 
his junior in quality and quantity, it is not 
fair to him nor the code if he has to fulfil 
too may roles. 

From his position he should maintain 
the fund-raising and other tasks in which 
he has excelled and pass other duties to 
the next level of authority. 

The decision then would be one of 
whether to have a vice-chairman drawn 
part-time from the States, or alternatively 
a professional officer as executive direc- 
tor or commissioner in its fullest 
Meaning. 

There are very sound reasons in favour 
of a full-time operator, who can smooth 
the path ahead in a way that a part-timer 
cannot. If considerable funds come from 
sponsorship then the cost of a salary to 
handle the funds correctly can be 
justified. 

Such a scheme would provide continui- 
ty of top management people down the 
years. 


From the Philips Soccer League view- 
point, the appointment of an executive 
director with outstanding administrative 
skills and media rowledae is vital. Pre- 
sent staffing can only do so much. 

The PSL is fortunate that it is adding in 
many cases full-time secretarial services at 
club level, and these are paying off. 

And next the operations of State 
Leagues and First Divisions throughout 
Australia need more analytical considera- 
tion. But more of that another day.

OFFEND McKENDRY

The departure of Jimmy Rooney from 
Heidelberg has attracted a lot of attention 


in recent weeks. 

Rooney alleged that 
some officials were dishon- 
est about the reason or 
reasons of his release, and 
the termination of his emp- 
loyment as coach of the 
club’s Metropolitan League 
team.

statement in reply to 
Rooney's allegations. 

Said McKendry: 

“I am very disappointed 
at Jimmy Rooney's recent 
outburst. which is full of 
half-truths and omissions. 

“He refuses to mention 


the many hours of private 
conversation I had with 
him, trying to reach an 
amicable solution in accept- 
ing the fact that he was no 
longer the player he was 
an could not. in the 
future, be guaranteed a fir- 
st-team place, 

“His experience could 
not compensate for his ina- 
bility to perform at his past 
high standard. 

“Conditions to remain 
with the club were offered 
and at all times he was 
made aware of the club's 
decisions, as indeed was I. 
The sad fact is, he refused 
to accept these decisions or 
reach any agreement 
mutually acceptable. 

“His claim to sharing cre- 
dit for planning Heidel- 
berg’s season is pure fic- 
tion, He was in a privileged 
Position as reserve team co- 
ach and therefore in my 
confidence, regarding my 


philosophies 

“My friendship with the 
man was important as we 
achieved so much together 
at the highest level, but the 
interest of the club must 
come first regardless of my 
personal feelings and re- 
lationships.

Spain is one big rip-off, according to Dick 
Bosma, secretary of the Latrobe Valley Soccer 
League. 

In a letter to ASW writer Fred Villiers, Dick, who saw 
the World Cup with his wife Nan. said they did not get 
value for money. 

“We found the Spanish police strict, helpful and. despite 
the much-written-about pistols and tommy guns, very 
friendly. But we were very unhappy about paying $5,000 
for our hotel, tickets and transport as we were 70 km away 
from the stadiums and had standing room tickets only for 
all 15 games. 

“Evening meals by Australian standards are very poor, 
A tin of soft drink, ice cream and anything else costs 90 
cents a serve. 

“Our hotel was clean and comfortable, but there was no 
TV and hot water was available only every second day if 
you were lucky. 

“T enjoyed the games very much but we were lucky, 
Watching the the rest on TV makes you understand why 
crowds were down. Some of the Soccer was boring with too 
many primadonnas among the players, bad refereeing and 
endless. stoppages for players acting like men with two 
broken legs. 

“New Zealand played a lot better here than they did in 
Australia and they were not disgraced against the Scots or 
the Russians. The Spanish team received the best treat- 
ment from referees as the Argentines did in 1978, 

“We had a ball with the rest of the people in the hotel. 
All Germans and Chileans. No-one understood one 
another, but somehow we had a lot of fun. 

“We staged a German-Chile match in the village. Nan 
kicked off and I was the referee. We received flowers, 
champagne, the lot. 

“The locals thought we were all mad. But it was fun.”

“We need top academics 
who are respected in the 
Soccer world, the men who 
have handled players like 
Beckenbauer, Pele, Cruyff, 
Zico and other world stars 
so that we know that such a 
person can help us to 
develop our game. 

“Up to now, we've been 
paying a lot of money for 
nothing and it’s better to 
pay a little bit more for 
somethin, 

oe believes our game 
is in a sorry state which is so 
evident after the World 
Cup where the Asians, Af- 
ricans and Central Ameri- 
can countries have done so 
well. 

“| don’t agree with ASF 
secretary Brian Le Fevre 
who said recently that 
Brazilian coaches are only 
good for Brazil,"’ said 
Vrzina, 

“Let me point out that 
Australian tennis coaches 
have developed tennis in 
America and over the Con- 
tinent and there was noth- 
ing wrong with that. 

“The best man will do 
the best job, and we don't 
have such a man in Au- 
stralia whether we like it or 
not we need the best man 
now to give him a full four 
years term if we're going to 
do any good in the future. 

“Apart from this change 
of direction, we badly need 
to reshape our administra- 
tion, 

“You cannot afford to 
have the same people on 
top who have failed to 
achieve any success for 
iat regardless if we are 
thi g or talking of club 
administration, State feder- 
ation or the ASF. 

“Those people have had 


the same brains, the same 
ideas for the same 20 years. 
They haven't produced 
anything so how the hell 
can the same brain produce 
anything special now when 
professionalism is in grea- 
ter demand?

With two red eyes (what 
else from.a Liverpool play- 
er) Johnston got into my 
car and away we went to a 
country homestead for a 
cup of tea and a long chat 

Craig came to Australia 
with his parents at the age 
of two and they settled in a 
lakeside area of Newcastle 


The Newcastle area has 
produced many outstand- 
Ing players. 

Johnston grew up with 
his best school-mate. Peter 
Tredinnick and they both 
attended the same school. 
Booragul Boys High 

To this day. Johnston 
readily admits that Peter 
Tredinnick (he now plays 
with Wollongong in the 
Philips League) was a far 
better player than he was 
He added that Tredinnick
